New Parly-OurDaiy. 



Late exohangcB toll ot the formation 
In the Provioo of Quebec, of a now 
polUioal parly taking lo itself by way 
of eminence tho liilo 'Nutional,' ft lilio 
whiob a glanoo at ita programme loads 
UB to regurd aa a misnoHaor. Tbe 
•National" pirty hove letaed a mani- 
feato, oouncialing their views and as- 
-nsratiODB. The manifoBto embraces 
KortMn articles of faith and practice 
under tho Provincial head ond ten under 
tho Dominional boar]. Of ibo former 
the first is abolition of the Legislaiivo 
Council^ and the remaining articles em^ 
brace reform of electoral laws, aboli tion 
of qaalificalion for members, abolition 
of tho formality of uominallon of can- 
didates, abolilion of dualrepreseuialion, 
the adoption ot ibo bullet, iho holding 
of all elections on one day, the trying of 
contesiod elections by ordinary lega* 
tribunals, redaction of indemnity lo 
. membera and Speaker of Afsombly, 
redaction of tho number of Ministers, 
retrenchment and reform both o:vil and 
judicial, reform everywhere tvnd in 
everything, promotion of colouiz uion, 
of railways and of macadamized roade, 
the rebioration of (sell?) txpatriated 
00aatr;men. Under the Dominion head 
the following snhjeots arc embraced; 
Tho election of SoDalors by ihe people 
or by Provincial LegislatDros, asriimiln- 
tioD of elecio.al laws to llial of Quebec, 
rtduction of the nomber of Miniaiers, re- 
duction of tbeGovernor-GeBeral'e salary 
rednclion, generally, re-orgenizaiiou 
of Miliiiu, canal enlHrgenienl d@„c^; 
position to the construction of the racijic 
Baxlwoy by Gavernment grant so long 
as the North' West shall not besufficiently 
aeitltd'^M, secarlog ibeabdolaie rigui 
to reguluio commcroial reltttioQS Wiib 
o ber coaatries so as to seoare the es- 
tabhehment ot muDafactnies, the devel* 
opment of the speiial resources of 
each ot the ProviHceB, Such ia the 
sum and snbslaDco of the programme 
of tbis new polii'-cal party. Furmidublo 
moQgb, the I'eudor will say, lo cuntiot 
be deeied that many of iho objects 
BI6 good; others are bad, wl ilu aumo 
are haimlet-s, Upon the wbolo, the 
pregramme ia a popular one, framed, 
EOfloubi.with a view lo caicb convons; 
and we fancy we can trace the Hoo Johsi 
young's fine E mau hand in it. Were 
il Bot lor ibe cry that ihe "NatioDols" ure 
BieallDg Ibeir tbuLder, we mi^tii have con 
eluded ibal il was only ibe Bougea under a 
ceirname. But it ii to tbai iiem in the 
proKramme wbiob we b.ve taken Ihe liberty 
of pulling io iialicB tnd between twoSj^ 
thai atienlion is more paiiicalurly iuviitd, 
as ilia (bat which uioii ditucily conceroB 
the pfople ol the Paoifjo Provioce. We have 
not tbe means of judiiioK 'be atroogih of 
tbis toi disant Natiooal Partyi and so are 
UDsbte ibe gaoge the mBgnitude of Iba new 
danger by which we are ihrealaoed. It will 
be observed tbai the new patiy in Quebec 
will ba io exttoi accord with tbe "Grit" pariy 
of Ontario.iD bo lar as ibe Pacific Hail way ia 
soDceroed. Tbe latter claim tbat tbe coo- 
etractioD of that great noili eboald be a 
gradual pcooees, proceeding Weal only with 
tbe flow of populalioo and the progrees of 
developirent. The poeition taken by tho now 
pariy in Quebec ia praeiicaily Ihe sume. li 
is jasi tbe 'Grii" docuine done up id u cew 
dress. Now, we knov? how evenly Dalanc- 
ed parlies were upon th)a quehtioo 
aesalOD, — what a terrible hand-to-haDd 
etrasgle there was to carry the railway clauAe; 
and it is not BDipriaiDg that neiboold view 
wiib alarm any movement or ciroomatanca 
oalonlated lo weaken the bands of the party 
DOW in power in their pruisowortby endeavor 
to carry out a vigorooa ruihvay policy It 
was iolimated a abort tirxie Qrio in ibc^e col- 
nmns tbat the circaDastaoce of the "Grich" 
having como into power io Oaiario might be 
presumed to increase Ibe power of tbai party 
in the Federal CouncilB. Il may not maler- 
ially alter tbe couot of noeea in a division oo 
■Qflb national questions as tbe Pacific Rail> 
way; bat yet it may eze.'l a moral influence 
mora or less piejadlcial to tbe Federal 
Ministry. We have not the meaoe of iioow- 
iog whoiber tbe "Natioual Party" ol Que- 
bec is likoly to recroit in ranks in any 
moai-are from tho v?ell iraiued battalions of 
the chivalrous Minister of Mjlitia; but wo do 
know tbat the deeerlion of a very lew of the 
followers ol Sir George might imperil the 
cause. Ttkiog parties as ibey stood last 
seeiion, tbe Goveromeot bad a majoriiy 
of twenty"one in the Commons and 
Bsvonleen in the Senate. Aseummg thui 
neither of the oaoaea to «Lich we have ad- 
verted, or any other cuuees, Bbould weaken 
Ihe ranka of the GovoinintDt al ibeapproach- 
ing soBsion of Parliameol, those majorities 
ouglii to be iarteased by the represeotalives 
of Maniioba and Briiiah Colombia; — tbat in 
to say, provided theee new Provinces do 
their duly. What ia our duly f 
To send to Oiiawa niiio (lood 
men and true to help ihu G ivcnunuDt, Hn~ 
lisbOolainbiB a^ked to be uilowtd to seiul 
eight lepreseDtatives to tbe Conimonti and 
foar to tbe Senatr, (welTB to all. The
